NORTH PACIFIC FISHERIES MEETING ENDS IN TOKYO

[Text] Tokyo, Nov <i, KYODO--Japan, Canada and the United States ended a four-day annual 
meeting of the International North Pacific Fisheries Commission here Thursday with 
positive evaluation of fishery resources in the area including small tanner crab, a 
Pisheries Agency official said. The 26th meeting, to assess marine resources preceding 
the decision of catch quotas in the Bering Sea and waters in the Aleutians, the Gulf of 
Alaska and Atlantic, concluded that the state of Alaska pollack, flounder and Pacific 
codwas stable, the official said. Salmon resources remained unchanged, he sa! i, 


Though Japan and the U.S, made different assessments on sablefish and crab, the U.S. 
side consented to drop the 105-mm minimm size for crab, indicating a possible 40 per 
cent increase in the crab catch for next year in the North Pacific. Last month, the 
U.S, North Pacific Fishery Management Council, which plays a major role in allocating 
catch quotas in the sea, adopted a resolution calling ‘or a 50 per cent cut in small 
tanner crab quotas to 7,500 tons in 1980 from 15,000 tons for this year in the Bering 
Sea. The Japanese Government will press the U.S, State ari Commerce departments further 
for higher crab quotas for next year when U.S. officials s*urt allocation procedures for 
the Bering Sea in mid-November,

FISH AVAILABILITY, JAPAN'S QUOTAS NEGOTIATED WITH USSR

[Excerpts] Moscow Nov 19 KYOD(--Japanese and Soviet neg-uiators will begin delayed bargain- 
ing to set next year's catch quotas in each other's 200 mile fishery zone Tuesday, / apanese 
officials said Monday. The negotiations were originaliy to have opened Friday but were put 
off due to the tight schedule of a Soviet delegation leader, the officials said. Prior 

to the annual negotiations, both sides have been discussing the availability of fish on a 
species-by-species basis from a scientific viewpoint at a Japan-Sovict fishery committee 
meeting underway since Thursday. 


Japanese cources said the Soviet Union has made bleak estimates of two main Spevtes caught 
by Japanese fishermen, salmon and Alaska pollack. The Japanese negotiators estimated that 
the amount of salmon available in the Soviet 200-mile zone next year would be not less 
than the level of 1978. But the Russians countered that all but one species of salmon 
are less available, the sources said. 


The Japanese gave 66),000 tens as a permissible quota for Alaska pollack in 1980 but 
the Soviet Union off-red only 410,000-440,000 tons, they said. Permissible catch quotas 
are shared not only by the Soviet Union and Japan but by the Korean and other foreign 
fishermen operating in the area. 


Japanese fishermen netted nearly 1 million tons of Alaska pollack in the Soviet sone in 
1976, the last year before the fishery zones were set, but their quota this year is only 
300,000 tons, The negotiations setting next year's quotas will not get into full swing 


until the comeittee winds up the evaluation of available fish resources, Japanese nego- 
tiators said. 


Pishery Resources Protocol

[Text] Moscow Nov 26 KYODO--Japan and the Soviet Union ended their l2-dax fishery talks 
here Monday by signing a protocol summing up the result of the discussions. The Japan- 
Soviet Fisheries Commission opened its second session here in mid-November to evaluate 
the current state of fishery resources in the northwestern Pacific and draw up a bilateral 
fishery cooperation plan. The two delegations differred widely in their evaluation of 
Alaska pollack and salmon resources. The delegates drew up a scientific and technological 


cooperation plan for 1980, and agreed to hold the next meeting of the commission in mid- 
November 1980 in Tokyo.

Disagreement Over Proposed ‘uotas

{Text] Moscow Nov 27 KYODO--The Soviet Union proposed Tuesday that Japan's overall catch 
quota in its 200mile fishery zone in 1980 be set at 650,000 tons, or 100,000 tons less 
than this year's and far below the 800,000 tons sought by Japan. The Soviet proposal was 
made at a meeting of the current fishery talks to decide the catch quotas in the two 
countries’ respective 200 Ale zones, The Soviet Union claimed that Japan's request Monday 
for increasing its ovei »11 catch quota to 800,000 tons next year could not be accepted in 
view of the fishery resources in the waters covered, 


At Momday's meeting, the Soviet Union proposed tnat its quota next year in the Japanese 
zone be set at 650,000 tons or the same as this year. This means that the Soviet Union 
still was imsisting on the principle of equality in setting the catch quotas of the twe 
countries in their respective fishery zones. 


In its reply made to the Japanese request Moniay, it set Japan's quota for Alaska pollack 
in the Soviet zone at 200,000 tons, or 100,000 tons less than this year. It, however, 
set the cuttlefish qucts at 170,000 toms, or more than the 156,200 tons sought by Japan. 


Japan, om its part, proposed to the Soviet Union an overall quota of 650,000 tons as re- 
quested by that country. The figure includes 190,000 toms each of sardine and mackerel. 
The Soviet Union, however, maintained that it will retract its original demand for 659,000 
toms unless it is allowed to catch a total of 550,000 tons of sardine ami mackere) ir, 
Japan's 200-<mile zone. 


Japan countered by saying that tne 200,000-ton figure for Alaska pollack included in the 
Soviet Union's reply was too small. The meetirg Tuesday ended without any agreement being 
reached and without setting the date for the next meeting. 
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SOVINT-JAPANESE FISHERY MEETING IN MOSCOW

[Text] The second general meeting of the Soviet-Japanese Fishery committee 
successfully ended in Moscow today. 


As is well known, the committee vas inaugurated on 21 April 1978 in accordance with a 
fishery cooperation agreement be‘ween thr Soviet and the Japanese governments, The 
establishment of the committee signified a new stage in fishery cooperation in the age 
of 200-mile exclusive fishint zones. 





The meeting discussed fishin< resources in the northwestern Pacific, scientific and 
technological cooperation between the Soviet Union and Japan for next year and joint 
research plans for 1981. 





Speaking at the meeting, Professor Zaytsev, head of tie Soviet delegation and one of the 
cadres at the Soviet Ministry of the Fish Industry, stressed the importance of the mission | 
assigned to tne Soviet-Japanese fishery committee. He said that the waters in the world 

where Soviet and Japanese fishermen are catching fish are very extensive. The marine 

resources in these waters, he said, should be utilized very rationally for the sake of ) 
the Soviet and Japanese peoples. This is a very serious mission and our committee is 
carrying out this mission well, he said. 


Meanwhile, Seiji Mori, head of the Japanese delegation and fishery agency director of 
the Agriculture, Porestry and Pisheries Ministry, expressed his satisfaction over the 
results of the reeting.

AUSTRALIAN-SOVIET RELATIONS IMPROVING AFTER DIFFICULTIES

[Text] Australian-Soviet Union talks about fishing rights within Australia's new 200- 
mile fishing zone appear to be bringing about an improvement in relations between the 
two countries. Those relations deteriorated last year when Australia's minister for 
foreign affairs announced tnat hidden microphones had been discovered in the Australian 
Embassy in Moscow, As (David Willis) reports from Moscow: 


{Begin recording] It has now been 17 months since the microphones were found during 
repairs to the embassy caused by a fire in late 1976. And it has been just over a year 
since Mr Andrew Peacock told Parliament about the bugging devices. Canberra had not 
intended making the discovery public but felt it had to do so when a newspaper reporter 
got the story wrong. The Fraser government decided to indicate displeasure by postponing 
annual political talks usually held between Canberra and Moscow officials and also to 
delay talks on new science exchanges as well, 


Now despite some other difficalties, including the suspected drugging of an Australian 
diviomat in the Ukraine last May, diplomatic relations have almost returned to normal. 
science exchanges are back on an even keel, and a new agreement was signed this year. 

Now the political talks, the real indicator of diplomatic atmosphere, are expected to re- 
sume in the early part of next year. A new Soviet ambassador to Canberra, 66-year-old 
veteran Nikolay Sudarikov, has left here to take up his new post, and he is believed to 
be under instructions to begin arranging for the new talks. 


Canberra is said to be still upset about tk 2 suspected drugging of the diplomat. but it 
has made no announcement about the case since some of the diplomat's clothing were sent 
for chemical analysis in London to check for traces of poison. While the issue is still 
considered serious, it is not standinz in the way of improved relations generally. 


And on the Moscow side the Soviets have been told that recent criticisms of human rights 
violations in the Soviet Union made by a subcommittee of the Joint Foreign Affairs and 
Defense Committee of Parliament did not in fact represent official policy statements by 
the Fraser government. The Soviets are believed very keen to get permission to fish 
inside the Australian 200-mile limit off the northwest coast of western Australia and 
south of Pasmania. They want a joint Soviet-Australian venture under which they would 
catch, sell, and even help process 4..stralian fish and have the right to buy provisions 
at Australian ports. The Soviets also need Australian grain, some of which they sel! to 
Vietnam and some of which they send direct to Kampuchea. The Soviets also want to keep 


trying to influence Canberra away from its friendship with the United States. [end

USSR, PDRY SIGN AGREEMENT ON FISHING COOPERATION

{Text ] Cooperation between PDRY and Soviet fishermen: A protocol to the intergovern- 
mental Soviet-Yemeni agreement on cooperation in sea fishing, concluded on 7 February 
1969, has been signed in Moscow. It provides for the further development of cooperation 
between our countries. Two research vessels with the necessary fishing gear aid search 
equipment are to be sent to the Gulf of Aden in 1980 to cooperate with the PDRY on 
research into fish resources in coastal waters. In 1980-81, Soviet trawlers will be 
admitted to the waters under the jurisdiction of the PDRY Government under the following 
conditions: All the fish caught and frorv=~ »by two trawlers will be sold to the Yemeni 
market. Three other ships will have a quota of 13,500 tons of fish. Of this, 2,000 tons 
will be delivered to Yemen as fishing dues, 


A number of measures have been laid down for the development of the national fishing 
industry for the PDRY. Soviet organizations will prepare sets of equipment for the 
research institute of the Ministry of Fish Resources. Beginning in 1981, and for 5 years, 
the Soviet Union will supply trawlers with a displacement of up to 1,000 tons. 


Much significance is attached to the training of national cadres of the young republic 

for fishing. With the USSR's assistance, a fisheries training center has been set up 

in Aden, Soviet teachers and translators work there. In 9 years, 265 specialists have 
been trained. There are currently 124 cadres studying in the Soviet Union, It is planned 
that in the future, too, Yemeni citizens will come to the USSR for training and experience. 


For training in the mass professions, each Soviet ship operating off the republic's coast 
will also take on Yemeni fishermen. All these measures are to help the rapid develop- 
ment of Democratic Yemen's fishing industry. 


The protocol was signed on the Soviet side by Nikolay Pavlovich Kudryavtsev, first 
deputy minister of fisheries of the USSR, and on the Yemeni side by Anis Hasan Yahya, 
minister of fish resources. 


Yahya stressed that much has been done in the past 9 years. Joint fishing expeditions 
are operating. A fishing port is being built in Aden with Soviet participation.as are 
a fish cannery at Mukalla and other projects. 


The new document signed in Moscow will serve to strengthen and exvand the cooperation 
among the fishermen of the two countries.

PERU FINES TWO U.S. TUNA BOATS FOR FISHING WITHOUT PERMITS

[Excerpt] Lima, 14 Nov (EFE)--Two U.S. and one Spanish tuna boat were seized and fined 
"for operating without permits in the jurisdictional waters" of northern Peru, :. official 
source reported today. The U.S, Bnbassy had told EFE eight U.S. boats had been seized 
and taken to the port of Talara, some 1,200 km north of Lima. A U.S. Embassy consular 
official traveled to Talara to get information on the incident before a U.S. State 
Department statement was issued, 


The Talara harbor master's office, however, indicated there must have been a mistake since 
other ships, some with U.S. registry, arrived at the port to voluntarily pay ror fishing 
‘licenses. "For us it was a routine incident which we consider closed since a local 
shipping agency has promised to pay the fines of the three boats," a port spokesman said. 


He insisted only three boats had been seized and a $50,000 fine imposed on each, The 

boats are the "Janjanet Lou" and the "Stacie Antonet" of the United States and the "Isabel 
II" of Spain, According to the Talara harbor master's office, the three ships were captured 
for “operating irregularly" inside the 200 mile zone over which Peru claims full sovereignty, 
A navy ship captured [words indistinct ] the crew of the three boats offered resistance. 


The harbor master's office said the U.S. "White Star" and the Costa Rican "Salamanca" tuna 
boats had voluntarily paid for licenses to fish in Peruvian jurisdictional waters. 


The incident renews the "tuna war" which Peru and other countries that have proclaimed 
national jurisdiction and sovereignty over 200 maritime miles have been waged primarily with 
the United States.

ANTARCTIC MINERAL, SEA RESOURCE ISSUES DISCUSSED 
Polish Position, Fishery Debate

[Text] The studie: on krill of that time have not yet brought us i=dus- 
trial-scale resutli;. They have, however, afforeed an opening for industrial 
fishing in the Antarctic of such fish, already well-known in our market, 

as georgranka, kergulena, nototenia, szczekacz, klykacz and others.* The 
current take of these fish represents a significant part of our deep-sea 
fishing total. 


However, after twenty years of impeccable international cooperation in 
the Antarctic, black clouds are beginning to appear. This is the result 
of interest on the part of certain participants of an "Antarctic club" 

in the natural wealth of the Antarctic. Since it became known that de- 
posits of crude oil and natural gas may be found on the shelves of this 
continent, and that there is also the probability of discovering greater 
deposits of metal ores, relations among the partners of this concord have 
become more and more complicated. Tensions are rising between certain 
industrialized states, such as the USA and Japan, which would be in a 
position to undertake the exploitation of these deposits, and poorer 
countries which make territorial claims on these regions. Countries of 
the Third World have aleo raised their voices. They demand a share in 
the exploitation of the Antarctic's natural wealth according to the prin- 
ciple that these are riches which mankind has inherited and they belong 
to all, not only to rich countries with the appropriate technical means 
and capital at their disposal. The dispute is worsening. Adding to it 
are conflicts concerning .unpopulated islands which lie outside the compass 
of the Antarctic, for example between Chile and Argentina. 


As a result of these tensions, the recent consultative meeting of states 
belonging to the Antarctic concord, which took place in Washington, was 
looked forward to with concern. Not much information filtered out of the 
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conference room. However, the final communique from the meeting of sig- 
natories reassured public opinion. For the time being, everything in the 
Antarctic must remain as it was. The status quo is the diplomatic achieve- 
ment for at least two years, for at that time a meeting of the signatories 
of the concord will once again take place. 


Poland is interested in the exploitation of Antarctic resources along 
earlier principles: thetaking of such quantities of fish there that will 
not bring about a devastation of resources, whereas the continent itself 
will remain a region of cooperation, not confrontation among states. 


Time after time one hears the opinion that searching for fish in the Ant- 
arctic or in other remote regions of the world makes no sense because it 
costs too much. Henryk Borucinski presented this view recently in "Foreign 
Markets." In an article entitled, "To Catch Fish or Import Them,” the 
author writes, among other things: “Nowadays, they say it is worth our 
while to catch Antarctic fish. But the calculations must submit to changes, 
for to the account must be added the costs of modernizing the fleet; this 
means the design and construction of special fishing and transport ships. 
Only then can one discuss whether it is cheaper to supply the home client 
with a kilogram of chicken or a kilogram of kergulena." 


In a further segment of the article, R. Borucinski more emphatically 
expresses his doubts about fishing in the Antarctic or elsewhere beyong 
the Baltic. ! 


"We are standing on the eve of the undertaking of decisions," he writes, 
“which will affect billions in expenses.... We must scrupulously count 

the costs of development of an inland fishery, the raising of poultry, 
deep-sea fishing and so on. For it may turn out that raising one kilogram 
of chicken is more expensive than obtaining one kilogram of fish from our 
own take beyond the Baltic, but less expensive than one kilogram of imported 
fish. It may also turn out to be even better to invest money in the 
pharmaceutical, cosmetic, or other industry, for example, and through 

the export of these products pay for imported fish...." 


H. Borucinski expresses doubts about the deep-sea fishing interest, 

but his doubts cause readers to believe that they are unfounded. The 
author did not condescend to look at materials elaborated by scholars from 
different fields, not only the fishing business from which it is concluded 
that obtaining one kilogram of pure protein in fishery, despite the in- 
crease in the cost of fishing, is continually ch-aper than cultivating it. 
Additional payments to fishery from the state budget are small in compar- 
ison with additional payments for milk production, for example. What is 
the sense, therefore, of contesting the development of deep-sea fishing? 


The argument that it is perhaps mor worthwhile to produce eau de Cologne, 
sell it abroad and buy fish with the money earned is fogyish. Three things 
determine the perspective possibilities for the development of countries-- 
energy, raw materials and food. In this situation, the encouragement to 
deny oneself access to the world’s rantries which are the seas and oceans 
seems, speaking delicately, to be very unreasonable. 
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Fish, as it is known, do not require breeding farms or power feed. 

They live without anyone's help. We catch them beyond the borders of 

our state and, thanks to that, fishery is the only area of the economy 
which, in a way, enlarges our territory. By how many thousands of square 
kilometers would the borders of our country have to be enlarged in order 
to obtain the amount of food from agriculture that fishing gives us? We 
pay very little attenta.r to this aspect of the matter, but in the case of 
the acquisition cf greater and greater areas of cultivate land by industry 
awi transport not only in our country but in the whole world, it is a very 
essential factor which speaks for the development of deep-sea fishing. 


The famous Norwegian, Thor Heyerdahl, once said it this way, "Without the 
farmer and the fisherman, modern society weuld collapse along with its 
shops, all its pipes and cables. The farwers and fishermen are the avistoc- 
racy of mocern society, dividing crumbs among the rest of us who run about 
with papers and screwdrivers attempting without a plan to build a better 
world." 


Krill and Cther Research

[Text] Our exploration of Antarctic waters began in December, 1973 when 
the research vessel, "Professor Siedlecki," of the Marine Fisheries 
Institute [MIR] conducted research in waters around the Falkland Islands 
and further south, around 57°S. Next, in April, 1975 “Siedlecki" undertook 
fishing reconnaissance of the waters around the Kerguelena Islands in the 
southern part of the Indian Ocean. From December, 1975 to mid-1978, three 
Polish Antarctic marine expeditions took place in which MIR research 
vessels and industrial vessels from deep-sea fishing enterprises partici- 
pated. 


Previous research conducted in the Antarctic showed that the most attractive 
area for taking fish and krill is that of the Scotia Sea and adjacent waters 
where Polish fishing vessels have been carrying on industrial fishing since 
1977. 


Organization of the Voyage and its Main Goals 


Next, the 4thMarine Antarctic Expedition was organized on the basis of 
Resolution No. 5/77 of the Council of Ministers of 7 January, 1977 con- 
cerning the exploration, exploitation and conversion of krill and other 
marine organisms from the Antarctic region. In accordance withthe Fish 
Management Association /ZGR] decision, the research vessel "Professor 
Siedlecki" took part in the 4... Marine Antarctic Expedition with the role 
of scientific-industrial research vessel. A second MIR vessel, "Professor 
Bogucki," which had other tasks, also took part in the expedition. 
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The organizer of this expedition was MIR which exercised substantive con- 
trol over the realization of the voyage. 


The main goal of the "Siedlecki's" voyage on the 4th expedition was to con- 
duct reconnaissance directed toward a search for concentrations of fish in 
the Scotia Sea and Antarctic Peninsuia region, as well as to conduct studies 
on the state of their resources. This called for the exploration of already 
traditional fishing grounds, on one hand, as well as reconnaissance of new 
ones in this area. Aside from the specified main goals of the voyage which 
defines a vessel's route and amount of work time at particular fishing 
grounds, studies were also conducted on the water environment, krill 
biology, ichthyology, hydroacousitics, castography, fishing technology 

and the selectivity of fishery organs. 


The Course of the Voyage 


“Professor Siedlecki" set out from Gdynia on November 4, 1978 and returned 

to Poland on April 30, 1979. The voyage lasted 178 days. In the course of 

the studie: , ~ periodic check on the biological-fishery situation at 

fishing grounds, those known to the fleet as well as new orcs, were recon- 
noitered. The traditional fishing grounds, South Georgia and Shag Rock 

were penetrated in December, January and twice in March. The grounds of 

the South Orkney Islands, also already known to the fleet, were studied in ) 
December and March. 


New regions studies during the expedition were: 

-areas of the South Sandwich Islands, studied in January; 

-the waters bordering the Antarctic Peninsula, studied from January to 
March; 

-areas of Peter I Island and the Bellinghausen Sea, studied in February. 


During the change «.£ fishing grounds, continuous hydroacoustical sounding 
was conducted along the way; surface water temperatures were recorded; and 
meteorological observations were made. Figure 1 represents the areas 
explored andthe route of the “Siedlecki's” voyage at successive stages of 
the studies. 


Reconnaissance and Fishing Characteristics-of Fishing Grounds 


Reconnaissance tasks were realized by conducting continuous echosoundings 
and checks on fishing, and following the fishing results. 


The "Siedlecki's” fishing results, like other observations of essential 
significance to the fighting fleet, were submitted by the plenipotentiary 
of the director of ZGR for the Antarctic region in the 1978/79 season. 
Constant radio contact was maintained either with him or with the captains 
of the fishing vessels. 


As a result of the reconnoitering which had been done, it was ascertained 

that the fishing yield at the traditional fishing grounds of the South 

Georgia and Shag Rock region was very low for the period of December, 1978 

to March, 1979. Also, the yiela noted at the South Orkney fishing grounds 
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was not as high as in a corresponding period (l’ebruary-March) in 1978. 
However, the results attained periodically were: of interest from the point 
of view of industrial exploitation. It must be: added that the fishing 
ground to the east of the South Orkney Islands, a fishing site in 1978, 
was inaccessible during the exploration because of ice. 


In a new fishing regio: off the coast of the Antarctic Peninsula, a rela- 
tively high yield was found at fishing grounds near Elephant ani Joinville 
Islands as well as, periodically, new King George Island. Two species of 
“bloodless” fish appeared at these grounds--the gray orkada (Chionodraco 
Kathleenae) and blue orkada (Chaenodraco Wilsoni).* In the southern part 
of the Antarctic Peninsular shelf, great concentrations of fish were not 
found at the fishing grounds of Palmer Archipelago, whereas rather signifi- 
cant concentrations of Antsr.tic herring (Pleurogramma Antarcticum) were 
discovered at the fishing grounds of Biscoe Archipelago. 


Up till now, this fish has not been an object of inierest for our fisheries 
because of its small size and the difficulties of converting it into food 
products. 


The region of Peter I Island and Sandwich Archipelago, explored for the 
first time, were (from the point of view of fishing), devoid of zoncentra- 
tions of fish of economic significance. This does not, however, preclude 
the possibility of the appearance there of such concentrations of fish 
during other periods. 


From an analysis of the fishing fleet's take and the results of reconnais- 
sance undertaken by "Siedlecki," it ensued that the fishing situation in 
the 1978/79 season was entirely different from past years. In the South 
Georgia region the yield was so low that it was not exploited at that time. 


In another traditional cegion, as the South Orkney Islands are, the fleet 
fished but less productively than in February and March, 1978. After the 
first time, they began to exploit new, productive fishing srounds near 
Elephant and Joinville Islands. Among the netted fish were two "bloodless" 
species hitherto unknown in our market, namely the gray and blue orkada. 

In fishery communications transmitted by the fishing vessels, these fish 
were offered as szczekacz (currently this fish is called borel**). 


During the period of exploration mentioned above, the Scotia Sea region 
and northern part of the Antarctic Peninsula, the presence of fishing 
vessels of foreign fleets was alto discovered. The largest was the 

Soviet fleet, numbering around 40 vessels which, for the most part, fished 
for krill in South Orkney Islands and South Georgia region. Some of the 
Soviet vessels sought fish at the same fishing grounds as the Polish ves- 
sels, with similar results. Aside from the Soviet vessels the presence 

of several vessels from GDR and Bulgaria were discovered.

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"Professor Siedlecki," penetrating traditionally explored fishing grounds, 
fulfilled the role of operative reconnaissance. Twice, relatively generous 
concentrations of fish were found at the Joinville and <ing George fishing 
grounds. In March, also, the presence of concentrations of fish was dis- 
covered ‘n the South Orkney Islands region and this information was passed 
on to the ‘leet which was at the fishing grounds near Joinville Island at 
the time. 


"“Siedlecki's" fishing at the Sandwich Islands and Antarctic Peninsular 
grounds had the character of perspective reconnaissance. 


Ichthyological Investigations 


The main task as far as ichthyology was the collection of data and materials 
for the ichthyological-piscatorial character of fishing grounds through the 
identification of fish that have been caught, the determination of species 
composition of catches, the biological character of their state, taxonomical 
Studies and observations on the disposition of Antarctic ichthyofauna. 
Moreover, tests were made to determine protective measures for several 
economically important species of fish. Im all, the presence of more than 
60 species of fish from 17 families was found. The number of species found 
was about twice that of previous voyages, a fact which was decisively in- 
fluenced by a range of studies greater than before. 


Data was accumulated on the condition of resources of economically important 
species. The collected material has great cognitive value, and its elabora- 
ion will come to represent an important element in studies on the biology 
and conservation of Antarctic fish, which will facilitate fishing forecasts. 
Among many observations, attempts were made to establish the lengths of fish, 
at which a certain species reaches its first adulthood. The collected 
observations enrich our knowledge of Antarctic ichthyofauna to a significant 
Gegree. However, even in combination with the body of data which science 
has on the biology of these fish, they will not suffice for the optimal 
economy of their resources for a long time. There exists, therefore, an 
urgent need to conduct continuous observations of fishing grounds and ex- 
plorations of new regions. About 40 species of fish live in the Antarctic 
which could potentially be exploited. Up till now, we have put 10 of these 
to use. 





Oceanographic Studies 


Oceanographic studies were conducted at stations down to a maximum depth of 
2000 meters measuring temperature and salinity. From sea water tests, 
determinations of the content of oxygen dispersed in the water, of phos- 
phates, silicates, nitrites and nitrates were carried out. The results 
obtained allowed the determination of dynamic currents, types of water masses, 
physioco-chemical in time and in space. 


Comparing results obtained from studies in past years, it is possible to 
State that in the South Georgia region in 1979, an entire pillar of water 
had a lower temperature by 1-2°C in relation to 1976 and 1977. In 1976 and 
1977 a drift of westerly winds bringing waters from the Bellinghausen Sea 
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dominated there, whereas in 1979, there dominated a flow of waters coming 
from the Wedell Sea. In the region of the South Orkney Islands hydrological 
conditions at sea bottom in March, 1977 and 1979, were very similar (nega- 
tive temperatures on the order of -0.4°C and salinity of 34.6 percent). On 
the other hand, the layer of surface water was colder by about 1°C in 1979. 
Also, the thickness of the surface layer with a positive temperature was 
less than in 1977. In the Antarctic Peninsular region, surface water ten- 
peratures of the coastal zone were the same in 1979 as they were in 1976 
and 1977. Generally, the system of currents there in comparable years was 
similar. 


Hydroacousti‘:al Studies 


Parallel studies were conducted in two directions. The first comprised 
observations of concentrations of fish at the sea bottom and close to it. 
The second direct/.on was connected with krill and comprisec observations of 
its pelagic conceiitrations as well as a measurement of the physical para- 
meters of these concentrations which have been identified as krill. 
Accepting concentrations of a surface density of more than 100 nautical 
miles as industrial, it is possible to characterize the appearance of krill 
in particular regions as follows: 


In the South Georgia region krill appeared only in March and its concen- 
trations reached a density exceeding 1000 nautical miles, and even more 

than 10,000 nautical miles near Clerke Rock. These concentrations appeared 
in a relatively small area but in numbers significantly exceeding quantities 
from other regions. But in December and January there was a scarcity of 
concentrations of krill here. 


In the region of the South Orkney Islands krill appeared at these fishing 
grounds where there were concentrations of fish as well. Densitixs; of krill 
of 100 to 1000 nautical miles dominated. Im the Antarctic Peninsular region 
several places were found with high concentrations of krill. These were the 
regions of Elephant, Joinville and King George Islands. Aside from the 
regions mentioned, in the entire, thoroughly examined area, regions with 
densit’ :s exceeding 100 nautical miles were encountered. It was the sane 
during the passage across the Beliinghausen Sea to Pete: I Island as it was 
at the island itsel‘. 


At the beginning of January, the northern part of the South Sandwich Arch- 
pelago was also explored, uncovering only small areas with great densities 
which could be exploited. 


Studies of Plankton and the Biology of Krill 
The goal of these studies was to identify the disposition of phytoplankton, 
the main ingredient of the nourishment of krill, and the widening of 


knowledge about the biology of krill. Above all, they were concerned with 
the place and time of its breeding. 
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Measurements of the thickening of phytoplankton gave a picture of its 
spatial disposition in several months of studies. On the basis of rough 
qualitative analysis there emerged a group of species which dominated in 
the summer season. It turned out that some species dominate in the open 
Water zone and in certain cegions remaining under its influence, and others 
dominate in coastal regions. Results of analysis of the nourishment of 
krill suggest that in the feeding period it concentrates on the surface 
layer of water down to 40 meters depth, in which the most intensive, funda- 
mental production occurs. 


The disposition of eggs and larvae of krill points to the great significance 
of wedell Sea waters as its breeding place. 


Work on Electronic Calculating Techniques 


The work of the computer team concer<rated on renderning calculation 
services to participants of study <eams on the expedition. New programs 
were elaborated and activated in the areas of hydroacoustics, ichthyology, 
the biology of krill and oceanography. Programs from previous voyages 
were also put to use. The character of the programs put to use during the 
continuation of the voyage aftest to the rising role of a computer installed 
in a vessel in relieving the scientific team of arduous recounting of great 
quantities of data. The wider and wider scope of analyses entrusted to the 
computer, as well as the degree of their mathematical advancement, attest 
to the introduction of research techniques which are totally new qualita- 
tively, and which would be impossible to realize without having this type 
of calculating device on board. 


Studies of Fishing Techniques 


These concerned studies on the selectivity of nets in bottom trawling 
equipment at Antarctic fishing grounds. As a result of the studies con- 
ducted, it was proven that a three-layer net with a mesh measurement of 
25 milimeters is practically non-selective. Among all the kinds studied, 
this net lets free all fish within its range. The two-layered nets cur- 
rently in style ard the single-layered, poliamide cord net were also 
non-selective. The selectivety of tape nets was greater. They can also 
find practical application in fishing at Antarctic fishing grounds provided 
the proper selection of mesh size is made, and under the condition of im- 
provement of the technology of production and a modern physico-chemical 
finish. 


After introductory studies it seems that the problem of making up nets for 
Antarctic fishing grounds with a selectivity suitable to trawler-processors 
can be resolved in such a way as to fulfill fundamental demands for the 
conservation of .chools of industrial fish before they are devastated, as 
well as demands of shipowners who strive for maximum catches. 


Studies of Fishing Technology 


Work in this area concentrated on understanding the characteristics of new 
fish species that have been caught as well as an elementary determination of 
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their suitability for conversion, aud also on studies connected with deter- 
mining permissible periods of conservation in in¢ustrial cooling rooms for 
Antarctic fish. Im fish studies the basic chemical composition was identi- 
fied and the yield from the stock war determined. 


It was found that the gray and dlue orkada are fit for multidirectional use 
in culinary products, as in boiled form, stuffing and fried. The meat after 
preparation is white, delicate and succulent. After thermal treatment in 
steam the tissue is rather tight at has a tender consistency at the same 
time. Spawn may also be valuable for food purposes; it is fit for fine 
good products such as caviar. 


Nototenia kempi [translation unknown} is also suitable for consumption in 
various forms. However, Antarctic herring is small and characterized by a 
greasy consistency. It is a short lasting fish and very susceptible to 
mechanical damage. 


Other Studies. 


During the voyage a series of other subsidiary studies were conducted. 

Among these were studies on radioecology (the goal of which was to determine 
the content of heavy metals and radioactive substances in fish, krill and 
other Aitarctic organisms as well as in the sea water), and cartography 
(with the goal of making charts).

SEYCHELLES LICENSES KOREAN FISHING VESSELS 
Victoria NATION in English 29 Oct 79 ppl, 2 


[Text] Since the 5th Jume 1977, the Government of Seychelles has adopted 
a new policy vis-a-vis the vast fisheries potential of our Exclusive Eco- 
nomic Zone (EEZ). Itis Government’s ambition to develop this potential 
to the full and this is to be done in three phases: 


The first phase, which was the establishment of « large scale comercial 
fishing enterprise aimed at placing Seychelles among the fish exporting 
nations of the world, is already now well under way, The tuna fishery pro- 
ject is now well advanced with fishing expected to commence early in 1980. 


The second phase called for the protection of our vast EEZ by suitable 
legislation aimed at controlling activities of foreign nations within our 
waters. It will be recalled that in February, 1979, Government enacted 
the Control of Foreign Fishing Vessels Decree which provided the legal 
background for controlling these activities and made it possible for us 
to licence foreign vessels to fish within our EEZ. 





It is in connection with this second phase that top level discussions led 
by the Minister of State in the President's Office responsible for Agri- 
culture, Mr. Karl St. Ange were held earlier this year, the outcome of 
which was the licencing of some ninety fishing vessels of the Korean Deep 
Sea Fishing Association under the Decree. The licence fees expected from 
this agreewent represent a revenue of approximately R. 15,000 per month 
per vessel to Government and in October alone we have received a total 

of R. 1,040,00. 


Quite apart from the licence fees, these vessels will also represent fringe 
benefits through the purchase of fuel and other essential commodities when 
they call at Port Victoria. 


The importance of the potential of this legislation cannot be over-esti- 
mated. For the first time in our history we are able to drive income from 
our marine resources. Foreign ships have poached our weters for years 
whilet we have remained totally helpless. Now we are being paid for the 
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the {ish taken from our waters by these vessel:. The licence fees and 
fringe benefits repre-<at a large anc valuable scurce of foreign exchange 
to our ec“nomy and pave the way for an easier implementation of phase 
three which will be the enforcement procedures of our laws through ship 
and aircraft surveillance of our EEZ.

USSR COMMENTS ON LEGAL ASPECTS OF NORWAY'S FISHING ZONE

[Textj Norway is one of the largest fishing nations in the world. In 

1976 and 1977 the toral catches of Norwegia: fishermen were about 3.5 

million tons (fourth and fifth places in the world, respectively) Norway 

is one of the larger producers and exporters of fish meal, oil salted 

and dry-cured fish production. More than 35,000 persons are engaged in 

the fishing induscry. According to Lloyd's, 646 vessels (by tonnage 7th f 
place in the world) are registered in the Norwegian fishing industry fleet. 

The annual per capita consumption of fish is about 27 kg. | 


The growth of the fishing industry is being accomplished on the basis of 
longterm forecasts of the development of fishing for the years 1978-1985. 

In particular, no increase in the total fish catch is foreseen up to 1985. 
Evidently, changes are occurring in the composition of the catches. Some 
increase is expected in the total catch of important food fishes, including 
cod. The output of fish meal will diminish slightly. It is assumed that 
the eastern Arctic and coastal cod total will be about 800,000 tons in 

1985; 25,000 tons of crab; 1.2 million tons of North Sea herring, Atlantic 
and Scandinavian herring, mackeral, sprats, and Mallotus villosus, and 395 
tons of putassa, sand eels etc. Modernization and alteration of the 
structure of the fish industry fleet, and also reconstruction of fish-pro- 
cessing enterprises is planned for the next few years. Finally, a great deal 
of attention has been paid in the past few years to sea fish breeding, which 
already yields about 5,000 tons of rainbow trout and Atlantic salmon. 


A feature of the fishing policy of Norway is the substantiation and practical 
realization of the concept of “creeping” jurisdiction of the country into 

the sea regions. For a decade the Norwegian government has expanded its 
sovereign rights to the living resources of huge water areas, gradually 
pushing foreign fishermen out of these waters, who have traditionally 

fished there in complete conformity with international law and commonly 
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recognized practice. For example, on 17 June 66 Norway adopied a law on the 
fishing boundary and on prohibition of fishing by foreigners within the 
limits of the fishing boundaries. In conformity with this law a 12-mile 
fishing zone off the coast of the country and around the island of Jan Mayen gw 
was established. The next noticeable step in the plan to limit the 
commercial activity of foreign fishermen wa: the law of 17 January 75 on 
non-trawler zones beyond the limits of the Norwegian fishing zone. The 

law forbade the use of trawlers in specific regions and during specific 
periods of the year. Elements of the Norwe:sian fishing bureau received 

the authority to apply compulsory measures with respect to foreign fishing 
vessels (Norwegian fishermen did practica’ly no commercial trawler fishing 
in these regions). 


On 15 June 1977 the Norwegian government adopted a law to create unilaterally 
a 200-mile fish protection zone around the Spitzbergen archipelago. As a 
development of this law, on 28 April 78, instructions on fishing in the 

fish protection zone around Spitzbergen were published. Finally, the 
question of establishing a 200-mile economic zone around the island of Jan 
Mayen is currently being discussed in the Storting and in government circles. 
Such a decision will cause objections in many countries. The fact that at 
the 3d UN Conference on the Law of the Sea a general agreement was reached 
on the inadmissibility of establishing either an economic zone, or continental 
shelf zone, around rocky places which are not capable of supporting human 
life or independent human economic activity. 





At the 3d UN Conference on the Law of the Sea, Norway was one of the first 
European countries to actively support the concept of establishment of 200- 
mile sea zones. At the same time, Norway took a very rigid position on 
some aspects of fishing in this zone. Thus, at the Caracas session of this 
conference in 1974, the Norwegian delegation received very negatively the 
suggestions of a number of countries on cooperation of coastal governments 
with regional fishing organizations fwr determination of an annul per- 
missible catch of each commercial species of fish in an economic zone. 


The Norwegian delegation also rejected suggestions for the creation of a 
special committee to settle disputes between a coastal state and other 
countries relative to commercial fishing ip an economic zone. In its opinion 
such a committee would inevitably be invoived with regulation of fishing and 
not with a just resolution of disputes. 


Norway set forth its negative position on other problems of legal regulation 
of fishing in an economic zone at this confe’ence (for example, with respect 
to simplified procedures for allowing fishermen into a zone who have tradi- 
tionally fished in this region). 


At the conference itself, just as during the preparation period for the 3d 
UN Conference on Law of the Sea, Norway did not appear eager to search for 
solutions to problems of the rationai use of living resources of economic 
zones which would be acceptable to all states. On the contrary, Norway was 
one of the first states in Europe to establish a 200-mile economic zone 
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beginning 1 January 77 when the differences between states on the question 
of legal aspects of fishing in coastal zones appeared most boldly. Uni- 
lateral actions of such kind essentially deferred elaboration and acceptance 
of a convention of sea law. A number of positions of the Law on economic 
zones conform to agreements reached at the 3d UN Confcrence on Law of the 
Sea. In particular, its positive feature is a guarantee of free movement 

of vessels in this zone, free ove flight of airplanes and laying of underwater 
cables and pipelines. It is well known that, a large group of countries at 
the conference insisted on extending the sovereign rights of coastal states 
to waters of an economic zone. Such a proposition in fact means transforma- 
tion of an economic zone into territorial waters. In this law there are 
other positive points (for example, guaranteed access of fishermen of other 
countries to reserves). 


It is obvious that one cannot ignore the importance of the living resources 
of a given region for the economy of neighboring countries, and also one 
cannot fail to consider the historical rights of fishermen who have worked 
these waters commercially for a long time. Many states who have instituted 
200-mile zones, as a rule, have established a simplified priority c” access 

to reserves for fishermen of those countries which have undertaken significant 
efforts for the study and exposure of reserves. 


The Norwegian legislation does not resolve the problem of controlling 
reserves which are encountered within the limits of the zones of two or 
more states (the so-called associated kinds). The Norwegian legislation 
does not rule on the status of distant migrating species, sea mammals, 
passing and sometimes-passing fish under the new conditions. There are no 
Statements in the law on the advisability of cooperation of the competent 
Norwegian bodies with specialized international organizations (for example, 
with IKES) on problems of regulating fishing. 


The legal aspects of fishing in Norway's economic zone are the following. 


Fishing or commerce in the 200-mile zone is forbidden to persons who are not 
Norwegian subjects or who do not have equal rights with them. The king 

of Norway can approve rules on the maximally permissible catch of fish 
altogether and for separate species. The king can issue instructions 
relative to measures affecting efficient commerce, establishment of seasons 
and commercial regions, kinds, sizes and amount of fishing gear, and also 

the quantity, sizes and types of fishing vessels which can be used. Breaking 
or attempting to break the law or instructions issued on this basis is 
punished by a fine. In addition, the vessel of the infringer can be con- 
fiscated along with the equipment, catch and fishing gear on it. The cost 

of these items can be sought completely or partially in place of the property 
from the guilty party or the owner of the vessel. 


During the transitional period or until agreement with a foreign state, 
Norway can limit the application of these sanctions. 
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The outer boundary of the Nerwegian economic zone passes parallel to the 
base line of the territorial waters. The economic zone boundary, which is 
adjacent to the region of jurisdiction of another state, is determined on 
the basis of international agreements. 


The activity of an expeditionary fleet is ruled by the instructions for 

foreign fishing and commerce in the Norwegian economic zone from 13 May 77. 

In conformity with tiis document a foreign fishing vessel* cannot fish or 

conduct commerce in the Norwegian economic zone without a license issued 

by the Norwegian fishing directorate. An application for permission to- 

gether with a fishing plan must be sent to the fishing directorate long 

beforehand. Permission is granted for each vessel. The permission must 

be on board a vessel and be presented upon request of the Norwegian authori- 

ties. In it are indicated the conditions of fishing, quota, commercial 

regions, fishing gear, valid dates and kinds of fish which may be taken. 

Permission is void after catching the quota established for the respective 

country, if it has not been voided for other reasons (for example, because | 
of an infraction of the fishing conditions). | 


During operation in the Norwegian economic zone to the north of 62° north 
latitude each vessel must report the date and coordinates of the start of 
fishing no later than 24 hours before commencing operations. A similar 
report must also be sent after completion of operations in the economic 
zone. Each vessel with a permission must inform the fishing directorate 
of a temporary departure from the zone. 





During fishing in the zone to the south of 62° north latitude such in- 
formation is not submitted. 


Each foreign vessel must report weekly on the number of fishing days, the 
quantity (in tons) of fish caught (by species) and fishing regions. Mother 
ships must inform concerning the quantity of fish taken on board by species 
with indication from which ships it was received. 


For a fishing duration of less than 14 days the legislation provides the 
provision of presenting the information on catches at the same time as the 
report on the ship's departure from the zone. 


A final report on the volume of a catch is sent before the end of the 
following month. 


Each fishing vessel must keep a journal in which information of the site 
of a catch, fishing efforts, daily catch, and loading-transferring operations 
are recorded. 





*This notion includes any vessels, which conduct business or hunting, 
auxiliary vessels, and also vessels, which conduct searching and experi- 
mental operations. 
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Norwegian officials have che right to freely board a foreign fishing vessel 
and remain on board during its operation in the economic zone. 


The inspector has the right to examine the fishing journal, fish storage 
and fish processing places, fishing gear, the catch and other objects re- 
lated to fishing operations. 


The mesh size in the fishing gear used and the minimal size permitted for 
fishing are established according to requirements developed by the Commis- 
sion on fishing in the north-eastern part of the Atlantic. 


Upon the initiative of the Soviet Union, the king's ministry of fishing 
adopted a resolution on 13 May 77 by which the catching and having on 
beard a ship Kamchatka crabs whose acclimatization in the Barents Sea is 
being developed by the efforts of the Soviet Union is prohibited. Ac- 
cidentally caught Kamchatka crabs must be immediately returned to the 
sea alive. 


‘Norwegian fishing legislation recognizes the expedience of international 
coopera::ion on problems of the rational use of the living resources of 
the sea. And Norway has most stablv and traditionally friendly fishing 
industry ties with the Soviet Union. 


The mutually beneficia\, fishing industry ties of the two countries are 
ruled by the agreerciat on scientific-technical cooperation in the area of 
fishing of 1975 and the agreement on mutual relations in the area of fishing 
of 1976. In the latter a mutual attempt cf the two countries to assure 
preservation of fish’ng reserves in the waters, touching their shores, 

and to effect a more rational control of chese reserves and their exploita- 
tion was confirmed. In accordance with this agreement Soviet fishermen 
received the right to fish certain species of fish in Norway's economic 
zone. Specific questions on the conduct of fishing are determined annually 
by a joint Soviet-Norwegian commission on fishing. The results of the 
sixth (12-16 June 78) and the seventh (30 October 77) sessions of the 
Commission confirmed the strong and longterm ties of the two great fishing 
countries both in problems of commercial resources and also in evaluating 
the state of reserves. 


Individual representatives of -he fishing industzy and other circles in 
Norway take a negative position, striving to circumscribe the sea policy 

of the USSR, and misinform society. However, these actions are not strong 
enough to conceal the main point: Soviet-Norwegian cooperation on problems 
of fishing has become one of the important factors in international sea 
relations. 


Of course, there are a number of unresolved problems between the USSR and 
Norway, for example the delimination of the continental shelf in the Barents 
Sea, legal aspects of fishing the Spitzbergen region. Official agents of 
the two countries are conducting a search for mutually acceptable resolu- 
tions of these problems, and there is no doubt that they will be resolved 

in the spirit of friendship and good neighborliness.

The International Council for the Exploration of the Sea, therefore, re- | 
commends that the sesh width of trawl nets and Danish seines be increased 
from 130 millimeters to 155 millimeters as of 1 January 1980. 


According to information given by the Russians themselves, thy fished 
approximately 267,000 tons of Norwegian-Arctic cod in 1978 out of en 
allocated quota of 380,000 tons.

A most peculiar feature of the Russian position lately is that their oceano- 
graphers last year agreed with the Norwegian oceanographers that the total 
quantity for 1979 had to be put at a lower figure than for 1978, and, 
against the background of their earlier position, it is even more striking 
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that now, during the negotiations which are in progress in Moscow, they propose 
an even lower quota than the 390,000 toms recommended by the International 


Council for the Exploration of the Sea:

It seems as if the Russians today are playing a purely tactical game, and it 
is to be hoped that the Norwegian negotiators, this time, will not allow 
themselves to be tricked. That there is every reason to put a big question 
gark at the methods of research leading to the somber prospects, is quite 
a different matter.

INDONESTA'S POSITION ON AUSTRALIAN 200-MILE FISHING ZONE 
Jakarta SINAR HARAPAN in Indonesian 10 Oct 79 pp 1, 16 


[Article: “Implications of the Australian 200-Mile Fishing Zone Are Feared 
Will Harm Indonesia" ] 


[Text] A SINAR HARAPAN source said recently that Indonesia in principle 
could not accept Australia's delineation of its 200-mile fishing zone ex- 
tending to Indonesia's coastline. 


As reported on 25 September 1979, it was stated in the Australian Parliament 
that Australia would announce the establishment of a 200-mile fishing zone 
on 1 November. 


The source also said that 2 weeks ago the Australian ambassador to Jakarta 
had sent a note to the Indonesian Government informing it of his government's 
intention. That note, among other things, contained a reminder that there 
was a "memorandum of understanding" jointly agreed upon on 7 November 1974 
regarding the traditional rights of Indonesian fishermen to fish in this 
200-mile zone. 


An Indonesian Foreign Affairs Department spokesman, on being questioned by 

a reporter on 2 Octyber, responding to the Australian Government's announce- 
ment, replied, “The Department of Foreign Affairs recognizes the validity 

of the Australian Government's announcement if the Australian boundary lines 
with its neighbor na.ions are established in such a way that they do not deny 
the traditional rights of Indonesian fishermen and other rights based on exist- 
ing international legal decisions and those which are being developed in the 

UN Law of the Sea conferences." 


Not stated in the Australian ambassador's note nor the press release of the 
indonesian Department of Foreign Affairs spokesman are the implications of 
the Australian Government's decision of concern to Indonesia, the source 
added. Indonesia is concerned, he said, that the 200-mile fishing zone will 
be the model for determing Australia's continental shelf between Australia 
and Indonesia's: Timor Island. This would be very damaging to Indonesia for 
it is estimatea that the likelihood of finding oil and gas deposits in this 
region is great. 
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The source added that when East Timor was still a colony of Portugal, the 
colonial government entered into agreements with a number of oil companies 
for exploration for oil on the Timor Sea floor bordering on Australia. Under 
the principle of good neighbor relations, Australia properly should transfer 
these agreements to the Republic of Indonesia as the nation which has sover- 
eignty over East Timor after its integration into Indonesia. 


But, the source added, Indonesia faces a dilemma because Australia only ac- 
knowledges the de facto political integration of East Timor with Indonesia. 
Therefore, this acknowledgement is not legally binding. 


The source further explained that delineat.i, the limits for the fishing 
zone could be settled through negotiations held on the continental shelf be- 
tween Indonesia and Australia. Negotiations began last February and were 
continued in Jakarta in May. According to information received, further ne- 
gotiations will be held in Canberra on 12 October. 





With regard to the meeting in Canberra, an official of the Australian en- 
bassy in Jakarta told SINAR HARAPAN that his government will adhere to the 
boundary line that will be announced on 1 November. However, he added, the 
situation cou'd change in future discussions. 


In spite of this, Indonesia's position is clear. It will strictly adhere to 
the boundaries established in the 1974 Republic of Indonesia-Australia con- | 
tinental shelf agreement, agreements achieved at the Law of the Sea Confer- 

ence, and the current far more advanced international maritime law practices.

FOURTH ANTARCTIC EXPEDITION PROGRAM DISCUSSED 
Gdansk GLOS WYBRZEZA in Polish 11 Nov 79 pp 1-2

[Text] The fourth, successive Antarctic expedition of the PAN has set 

out from Gdynia. At King George Island, the "Antoni Garnuszewski" 
commanded by Capt Tadeusz Dreczkowski, took aboard the 6l-man expedition 
led by Dr Andrzej Myrcha from the Department of Polar Research of the 
Institute of Ecology PAN. Comprising the expedition were, for the most 
part, research workers from the Department of Polar Research of the 
Institute of Ecology PAN, the Institutes of Geophysics, Botany and Zoology 
and also from the Warsaw, Lodz and Wroclaw Universities, the Marine Fisher- 
ies Institute and from the Medical Academy in Gdansk. As in previous 
expeditions, students from the Higher Maritime School in Gdynia will par- 
ticipate in the voyage to Antarctica. Fifty-one students will have the 
opportunity to pit their theoretical knowledge against the difficult navi- 
gational conditions which prevail along the Antarctic coast. The “Antoni 
Garnuszewski" will reach King George Island around 10 December 1979 and 
will make for home before 24 December 1979. 


Among the expedition participants, there is a group of 20 scientists who 
will relieve the current staff ot the “Henryk Arctowski" Station. The 
remaining members of the IV Antarctic Expedition will carry out a broad 
biological and ecological research program on Antarctica. This will 
constitute a continuation and expansion of the work initiated by the pre- 
ceding expeditions. Dr Andrzej Myrcha, the leader of the current expedi- 
tion speaks about the details of the program as envisaged for the expedi- 
tion participants: 


"The purpose of our expedition is to conduct scientific research and 
technical work at the “Henryk Arctowski" Station. In the area of scien- 
tific research we envision a compilation of data which will enable the 
development of an ecological model of the functioning of the Antarctic's 
offshore zone ecosystem. We shall also conduct a search for new sources 
of raw materials for the food, feed and chemical industries. We shall 
place particular emphasis during this research on marine macroalgae, fish, 
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crustaceans and mammals. We also expect to carry out a program involving 
Antarctic environmental protection. We are monitoring the degree of 
environsental contamination from pesticides (DDT and its derivatives), 
heavy metals, detergents and the like. Also of interest to us will be 
data attesting to effects on the polar environment resulting from the 
presence of the research station and from human activity." 


“A separate area of issues subject to our research has to do with earth 
science. Our objective will be to acquire knowledge of Antarctica'’s micro- 
and macro-climates as well as weather forecasting for this region.” 


“Our expedition's technical program envisages the maintenance and repair 
of the “Henryk Arctowski" Station's structures, the modernization of 
scientific laboratories as well as technical cooperation with the geo- 


physical expedition arriving after us aboard the hydrographic ship ORP 
"Kopernik". 


"The summer group will return to Poland in April 1980 whereas the winter 
group will return in January 1981."

SOME ATTEMPTS TO MODERNIZE FISHING INDUSTRY NOTED 
London WEST AFRICA in English 5 Nov 79 pp 2026-2027 


[Text] The name of Senegal is taken from the ancient wolof word "su nu 
gazl" meaning “cur pirogue." Fishing has always played an important part 
amongst the kingdoms along the West African coast and there is even one 
Senegalese ethnic group, the Lebu, who were at one time all fishermen. 
Fish forms part of the daily diet in most Senegalese families and the 
national dish "ceeb j=." is made up of fresh or dried fish served with 
vegetables on a mountain of rice. It is estimated that there are about 
59,000 fishermen in Senegal today using about 3-4,000 pirogues. The 
annual artisanal catch is about 120,000 tonnes, of which about 30 per 
cent is consumed locally as fresh fish. 30-35 per cent is distributed 
by fish traders, the "baana-Baana," and the rest is absorbed by the 
dried fish industry. 


The fisheries sector contributes about 7 per cent of the gross domestic 
product, but this only represents about one-third of the estimated 
potential catch that could be landed by Senegalese fishermen. The 
government is currently facing something of a dilemma vis-a-vis the 
furthe: expansion and development of the Senegalese fishing industry. 
The FAO has already warned them that the offshore coastal waters have 
been overfished and that further expansion of the artisan fishing sector 
could set up an irreversible environmental deterioration in the coastal 
waters. Yet the Government cannot afford to ignore the artisan fisher- 
men because of the important role they play in feeding the Senegalese 
people and in providing jobs and income for so many people. And the 
fishermen are beginning to complain about their neglected position. 
Over the past 50 years they have increased the total fish catch for 
Senegal and yet they have experienced a progressive erosion in their 
relative living standards. They are also beginning to complain about 
the foreign factory ships that are swallowing up all the fish, large 
and small, in the more distant offshore waters. 


These fishermen and their families who have lived for generations in 
close coexistence with the sea, are very sensitive to any changes in 
the behaviour of the fish and in the different warieties of fish brought 
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up in the nets at different times of the year. It has been noted that 
some varieties have disappeared and that others are available only in 
smaller quantities. 


The prospects for the artisan fishermen are not good especially when one 
considers the government's external policy to sell off more and more of 
Senegal's total catch to foreign fishermen. The latest EEC-Senegal 
fisheries agreement which will last for two years, continues to give 
European fishermen free access to Senegalese fishing grounds. Licences 
will be issued to EEC vessels for an overall tonnage of 40,000 gross 
registered tons, in exchange for $11.4m. in aid. The EEC fishermen 
will also pay licence fees which will vary according to how much of the 
catch is landed in Senegal. This may help the government in raising 
taxes and in developing the processing industries, but it does little 
for the 20,000-odd artisan fishermen. 


The pirogue originally used by the fishermen of Senegal was simply a 
dugout tree-trunk with a narrow and shallow draft. It has now been 
almost universally replaced by the planked pirogue which constitutes a 
hollowed out tree-trunk at the base built upwards with longitudinal 
planks. After the long traditional prows are fitted the pirogue can be 
up to 20 metres long. The Senegalese pirogue probably represents the 
best-evolved craft along the West African coast, and they are well suited 
to the fierce force of waves during the cold windy season (November to 
May) and to landing through turbulent surf. Up until quite recently they 
used sails but now 80 per cent of all pirogues have outboard motors. The 
large trees ueeded for the dugout portion have to be brought from the 
Casamance or The Gambia, and this wood is becoming scarce and expensive. 
The pirogues now cost CFA francs 150-200,000 plus a further CFA francs 
175,000 for the engine. There is one project to use’ferrocement to 
build pirogue bottoms to try to solve some of the cost problems being 
experienced by the artisanal fishermen. 


Ferrocement boats are now in use in many countries throughout the world. 
The FAO has set up projects in Thailand and Uganda, UNIDO in Fiji, and in 
Hong Kong commercial companies have been building ferrocement boats for 
several years. In addition to the deep sea fishing vessels ferrocement 
has been used to copy simple indigenous workboats such 6s sampans, dugout 
canoes and dhows. Ferrocement pirogues are already being successfully 
used in Guinea-Bissau with the help of the Swedish Development Agency 
(SIDA). For simple hulls like pirogues the production process is rela- 
tively simple and quick compared with the traditional hollowing out 
method; the technology is uncomplicated and the skills are easily assimi- 
lated in developing countries. Other advantages of ferrocement constrv<c- 
tion are that the raw materials are all locally available in Senegal. It 
is the most durable material and is unaffected by corrosion, rot, vibra- 
tion, ultra violet and age deterioration. Ferrocement boats have sur- 
vived accidents which would have destroyed conventional boats. Damage 
can crack and distort the hull which usually results in a bulge rather 
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than a hole. Repair is straightforward and can usually be effected by the 
fishermen. Maintenance requirements are minimal. As the project is still 
at an experivental stage, the exact price of these ferrocement boats has 
yet to be determined. The boats being used in Guinea-Bissau cost about 
CFA francs 255,000 so that they could soon become competitive with the 
wooden pirogues. It remains to be seen whether the fishermen themselves 
will be prepared to accept this foreign technology. At the moment they 
are most sceptical of cement boats and they do not consider them safe for 
fishing, pointing out that if an accident occurred in a rough sea there 
would be nothing to hang on to from a broken and sinking cement pirogue. 
Economically, the advantages of transferring to ferrocement boats are not 
very pressing and they are unlikely to be widely accepted until the price 
of wood rises considerably. 


A second project which may be of more direct economic interest to the 
artisan fishermen is a USAID scheme to develop small-scale solar fish 
driers. At the moment almost all food drying is done by direct sun 
drying and some of the dried fish of Senegal are even found as far away 
as Ghana and Nigeria. The fish are dried on racks raised above the 
ground, but they are still attacked by insects aud they can lose as much 
as 50 per cent of their weight during the drying process. By using a 
flat plate solar heat collector it is possible to raise the drying 
temperature in a specially-constructed fish drier, thus killing the 
insects and reducing the drying time to two to three days. Although 
there is a danger of slightly changing the appearance and taste of the 
fish by using a solar energy drier, there remains the economic incentive 
of nearly doubling the output. The fishing teams, usually all the 
families in a certain quarter of “he town or village, may even decide to 
invest in such apparatus using mor ¢y from the central caisse to buy the 
equipment. This would save them from having to sell off surplus fish 

at low uneconomical prices thus giving them a little more control over 
the value of their daily catches. The programme is still in its early 
Stages but the first prototype will soon be set up at the Centre for 
Study and Research on Renewable Energy in Dakar, and it is hoped that it 
will subsequently be installed in one of the fishing villages by early 
L980.

MINERAL WEALTH ON THE OCEAN FLOOR 
Moscow IZVESTIYA in Russian 9 Oct 79 p 3

[Text] By the end of this century mankind's need for mineral resources 

will increase at least twofold. Therefore, there are already great hopes 
for deposits hidden in the ocean bottom, above all in the shallow water part 
of the world ocean--the shelf. 


Being concerned with the scheduled growth of the national economy of our 
country, the 25th Session of the CPSU set before the Soviet people the 
critical task of the full study of the world ocean with the goal to uncover 
the deep structure of the earth's core under the water layer and to deter- 
mine the principles governing the distribution of valuable minerals in it. 
Projects being carried out in cooperation with scientists of CEMA-member 
countries each year are adding to the data on mineral resources of the seas 
and oceans. 


Each of the oceanic geological structures differs by type of earth core, 
relief features, structure and complexes of valuable minerals. Placers 
of gold, tin and diamonds are formed in the shelf zones near the coasts, 
beds of petroleum and gas are in the depths of the ocean bottom, unique 
"oceanic" ores--iron-manganese concretions, hydrothermal, polymetallic 
formations accumulate in the deepwater sections of the ocean. 


At the present time deposits of petroleum and gas are being sought and 
developed in the shelf zones. In one opinion there are good prospects for 
certain petroleum and gas bearing regions of the continental edges along 
the approaches of the continental shelf. The “atlantic type" edges are 
particularly worthy of interest: high interior temperatures are unique to 
them, which promote the formation of hydrocarbons and facilitate their 
migration. 


In evaluating the petroleum and gas content prospects of depressions, 
geologists «re in less accord. The American ship "Glomer Challenger" is 
ascertaining the reality of utilization of the wealth of the deepwater parts 
of the ocean by drilling at depths of 3-5 thousand meters. 
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Prospecting and extraction of solid minerals in the shelf zones is still 

in the initial stages of its development. The pace of the opening up of 
coastal-sea place deposits is being held in check mainly by the inadequate 
level of technical means. Nevertheless, an increase in the world extrac- 
tion of tin due to exploitation of coastal-sea placers near the coasts of 
Southeast Asia is beginning to show, for example. Developments are being 
conducted in Thailand and Malaysia, where total reserves of cassiterite 
sands containing tin are estimated ai: several hundred t*:ousand tons. More 
intensive prospecting for tin is going on in Indonesia. With comparatively 
small capital outlays for prospecting and extraction of cassiterite from 
sea placers, Indonesia is receiving quite high profits from the sale of 
concentrate to other countries. The extraction of diamonds from underwater 
placers along the Atlantic coast of Africa is going very well. 


Accumulations of phosphorite concretions and sands which have been uncovered 
in shelfs of the western coast of the United States and Mexico (from San 
Francisco to the southern extremity of the California gulf), and also in 
separate sections of the shelf of Southwest Africa, are definitely of 
interest. Accumulations of phosphorites were first found by an expedition 
of the USSR Academy of Sciences on the "Vityaz" in 1968 in the deep- 

water section of the Pacific Ocean. 


Numerous and rich deposits of minerals containing iron and titanium are 
being developed in Japan and Australia. Carrying out investigations of 
gold placers on the western coasts of Alaska is considered economically 
justified. 


Sea deposits of construction materials are being developed with great 
economic effect in a number of countries. About 500 million tons of sand 
and gravel are extracted from the continental shelf of the United States 
alone every year. 


Among the mineral formations of the world ocean the most important are the 
iron~manganese concretions which lie on the surface of the ocean bottom in 
different regions of the Pacific, Indian and Atlantic oceans, in the United 
States, Japan, FRG, France and in other countries. A large number of companies 
and firms are engaged in studying the problems and practical use of the iron- 
manganese concretions. In 1975 an international association for deepwater 
extraction of mineral raw materials was formed, which included 37 companies. 
They are conducting projects for multiyear programs and international agree- 
ments with the participation of scientific research institutes and universities. 


Polymetallic iron-ore deposits discovered in the 60's in several deepwater 
depressions in the rift zone of the Red Sea by expeditions of England, the 
United States and the FRG are undoubtedly of interest. These deposits, 
probably, are of hydrotherme’ origin. They contain copper, zinc, lead, 
silver and some other metals. According to the data of foreign researchers 
the total cost of the ferrous metals in a ten-meter layer of precipitates in 
only one of the Red Sea depressions is estimated at $2.5 billion. Similar 
deposits might be found in other rift zones of the world ocean. 
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Opening up the iron-manganese concretions and other deepwater mineral forma- 
tions is linked to the active intrusion by mankind into the hydrosphere and 
requires complex technical equipment: special vessels, deepwater-prospecting 
equipment, radionavigation systems for tying in observations, deepwater 
phototelevision and equipment to get the minerals from the concretions. 
Appropriations which foreign firms are putting into this problem are measured 
in hundreds of millions of dollars. For the developed capitalist countries 

a forced resolution of the problems related to opening up the deepwater 
regions of the world ocean is a characteristic feature. 


Soviet scientists have done much to capture the mineral riches of the 
ocean's bottom. However, in light of the prospects for the future social- 
economic development of our country, we cannot rest on our laurals. In 
the llth Five Year Plan geological investigations in the ocean must produce 
more intensive growth. Many ministries and departments must be included 
in this work. The need to develop a common state program for studying the 
geology and mineral resources of the wor’d ocean, which would be called on 
to assure the needed extent and pace of .nvestigations, is overdue. 


Such a plan should include creation of the technical means and development 
of the theoretical and methodological bases for prognosis, searches, pros- 
pecting and extraction of mineral raw macerials.

COMMON FISHING POLICY FOR EEC

\Text] The EXC member countries are less united in the 
matter of fishing policy than on just about any other as- 
pect of agrarian policy. Though in 1977 they introduced 
their own 200-sea mile wide fishing protection zone (the 
so-called EEC ocean) to counter the intrusion of “alien” 
fishing fleets in the waters close to the EEC end prevent 
more overfishing, the EEC countries have yet to agree on 
regulations settling internal access to the common fish- 
ing grounds and fixing catch quotas. This inaction in 
the matter of integration in the fishing sector is also 
affecting relations with coastal nations which are not 
members of the EEC. These relations in their turn are 
not advancing. , The problems involved cry out for a 
common policy. 


For a long time the governments of .he EEC countries failed to react when 
all coastal nations, especially those with a wealth of fish in their waters, 
gradually extended their fishing limits to 200 sea miles. By now more than 
9) countries have imposed such national economic zones within which they 
h.tve assumed exclusive rule with regard to the biological resources of the 
ovean, 


The compulsory retreat of West and East European fleets from traditional 
fishing grounds to still unclaimed fishing grounds such as the North Sea, 
the waters around Greenland and the Baltic resulted in the further decima- 
tion of stocks of the most valuable species of fish. The long-term survival 
of West European fishing would not have been possible without its own pro- 
tected zone and drastic temporary restrictions om catches. The EEC coun- 
tries therefore decided as of 1 January 1977 to introduce a coumon fishing 
zone of 200 sea miles at the North Sea and Atlantic coastlines. However, 
vehement disputes ere marring the extent of the restrictions to be imposed 
on fishing within the "EEC ocean." 





The Coumunity counts a total of only about 150,000 people directly employed 
in fishing, and the fishing industry's contribution to the gross national 
product is less than 1 percent in ali EEC countries. Yet fishing is an im- 
portant economic factor in certain regions which, as a rule, are economical- 
ly weak anyway. The coastel regions where fishing is carried on usually 
lack adequate alternative employment for the labor force which, upon restric- 
tions on fishing, would have to leave the fishing industry as well as rela- 
ted incustries. Outside fishing proper, the Commission estimates, about 

1 million people depend on fishing by the interdependence of fishing with 
other industries such as shipbuilding and ship fitting, fish processing and 
the fish trade. These operations also are largely concentrated near the 
coasts. 


By the 1950's most fishing nations had realized that the expansion of 
catches might in the long run exceed the biological regenerative capacity 

of many species of fish. The fishing countries tried to combine in inter- 
national organizations? to meet this danger by recommending the limitation 
of catches for various fish on a bio-scientific basis. However, the rapid 
growth of the volume of catches demonstrates that the fishing fleets obvious- 
ly did not heed these recommendations. That applies quite particularly to 
the North Atlantic, the area where the main fishing grounds of the EEC coun- 
tries are located, yielding 86 percent of total catches; only 2 percent 
come from the Northwest Atlantic, 8 percent from the Mediterranean, the re- 
mainder from miscellaneous fishing grounds. 


Since the drastic restrictions on catches around Iceland, the Norwegian 
coast and other traditional fishing grounds, the interests of the member 
countries necessarily concentrated on EEC-internal waters. 


The British Standpoint 


Any limitation of their fishing potential is opposed especially by those 
member countries which, like Ireland and the United Kingdom, enjoy a geogra- 
phical advantage by being islands but confront major and financially hardly 
supportable structural and employment problems consequent upon reductions in 
their fishing industry. Britain argues that it has brought into the EEC 
ocean the richest fishing waters of all EEC members and claims preferential 
treatment in view of the fact that some 60 percent of the Commmity zone de- 
rive from British waters. Such a claim, however, would hardly be consonant 
with the ban on discrimination (article 7, EEC Treaty). The nub of the 
British claims is represented by three headings: 


-- The unlimited establishment of 4 12-sea mile zone accompanied by the 
curtailment of the traditional fishing rights of other member countries, 


-- The creation of a “dominant preference" in a zone of between 12-50 sea 
miles, 


-~ Favored treatment for Britain in the allocetion of national quotas in 
the EXC ocean. 
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Many proposals by the Commission and offers of far reaching compromises by 
the other wember countries have always included special provisions and con- 
cessions favoring British concerns. The United Kingdom, for example, was 
granted consideration of the vital interests of Scottish fishermen by the 
allocation of high species-specific quotas accompanied by generally declin- 
ing total catches in the EEC ocean. It was furthermore acknowledged that 
britain--even more than the Federal Repubiic--suffered large losses of fish- 
ing rights at the coasts of third coumtries (due to the earlier mentioned 
development with regard to the law of the seas). 

Britain, however, thought this concession inadequate. It wants more tan 
participation in the fishing stocks on a favored basis (that is large volume 
allovations), which will be "freed" by eliminating the access of third coun- 
tries. It also claim a special status with a view to access to the waters. 


To this day the limits of the sovereign territory of a state in the open sea 
generally extend to 3 sea miles. Articles 100 and 101 of the act of acces- 
sion” “empowers the member countries...up to 31 December 1962 to pemait fish- 
ing within a 6-sea miles zone in the waters subject to their sovereignty or 
jurisdiction...only by those ships which have traditionally fished these waters 
from the ports of the respective coasts."; in same regions of Dermark,Green- 
land, France, Ireland and the United Kingdom these exclusive zones aay be ex- 
tended to 12 sea wiles. This regulation serves to protect coastal fishing. 
At the same time, though, article 100 paragraph 1 also protects traditional 
fishing by other wember countries in these exclusive zones. Britain wishes 
to have the 6 and l2-mile provision extenied beyond 1982 and exclude the 
protection of “foreign” fishing in its zone. By asking for a zone of “domi- 
nating preferer*s" Britain wants to reserve the growth in fish stocks for its 
own fleets while the catches of member countries in the same zone are to re- 
main virtually unchanged. 


Due to the uncompromising attitude of the British the Council negotiations 
have been deadlocked for more thea 2 years. Those decisions which cannot be 
pestponed are always taken for very brief periods as transitional settlements 
and without the egreement of the British. More than the conclusion of EEC- 
internal regulations is blocked thereby: The urgently necessary advance in 
fishing relations with third countries is hampered by the constant objections 
of the British delegation. The EEC is therefore threatened with the depriva- 
tion of fishing rights at the coasts of third countries simply because they 
have already been allocated to the competition. 


Fishing Plans and Special Quotas as Attempts at Resolution 


To end the fishing dispute two related possibilities seam to offer: Firstly 
mandatory catch plans of the Community, secondly consideration for the spe- 


cial interests of some fishing regions by eppropriate special allocations of 
catch quotas. 


In the case of some coastal regions, fishing grounds and fish stocks it may 
be necessary by catch plens to achieve a “fine balance” between the colliding 
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interests of various fishing fleets asong themselves as well as between the 
claims of the fishermen and the need to protect endangered species of fish. 
We have repeatedly noted the inadequacy of the instruments of quota alloce- 
tion and directives on fishing equipment. Studies have shown that Ex 
fishermen steadily evade the directives aimed at stock conservation,” an in- 
portant reason especially for Britain to make the restrictions more effec- 
tive. Catch plans way ensure that endangered species (of particular import- 
ance to fishing by the coastal populations) are better protected, that is 
fished only within precisely defined limits. 


Catch plans include directives regarding the definition of the marine area 
to which they apply, the species of fish, a list of the numbers and types 
of ships admitted for fishing in the respective area, the type of equipment, 
the maxim of fishing vessels on the above mentioned list, which may simul- 
taneously be present in the area, permissible total fishing days and total 
catch volumes of these ships, the permissible catch per vessel and fishing 
trip as well as a time limit during which alone fishing is permitted. It is 
the advantage of catch plans that fishing in critical grounds, for example 
around Scotland, southwestern England and the Irish Sea would be reserved 
primarily to those fishermen whose home base is in the respective coastal 
region or who have traditionally held fishing rights there. Furthermore 
catch plans way be so drmm that the traditional fishing rights of a wember 
country in the waters of another (that is within the fishing zone extended 
from 3-6 or 12 sea miles) are secured on the one hand, while on the other 
they are not abused. This situation prevails, for example, with regard to 
Breton fishermen who have traditionally fished at the southern English coast 
and want to continue doing so. In that case as in all others the catch 
plans would have to stipulate the volume of the catch and the fishing days 
required. Catch plans also prevent fleets with particularly good technolo- 
gical equipment from invading the region of coastal fishing to compete with 
local fishermen. 


As dowonstrated by the survey of the structures of fishing fleets, any ex- 
tension of trips either in space or time would hardly be feasible for Ire- 
Land and Demmark unless their fleets were to be reequipped with ships with 
a wider operational radius. On the other hand, technologically superior 
fleets could well be asked so to plan the locale and time of their fishing 
operations as to prevent any obstruction of coastal fishing. This applies 
especially to the Federal Republic which might well be directed to more dis- 
tant fishing grounds for some time to came. 


Less administrative effort is involved in special quotas granted to certain 
costal regions. However, they represent a minimum condition if region- 
specific fishing interests are to be take i into accowit. 


To go some way to meet Britain's unacceptable claim fur a zone of “dominat- 
ing preference” the Commission has proposed to allow that country and Ire- 
land specially large catches in certain fishing grounds. 
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Such a system of prefererces in the shape of quotas responding to special 
national or regional fishing needs could well be expanded. In fact this 
approach seems inevitable if we want to avoid the EEC ocean to be in part 
withdrawn from Community use, in other words to be “nationalized.” 


Catch quotas assigning preferential terms to certain regions seem far better 
suited to adapt fishing to the economic needs of the coastal region and 
biologicai stock conditions than access monopolies in coastal waters. Some 
countries fear that they might not be allowed sufficiently to participate 

in fishing once the stocks of fish have recovered. These iears might be 
stilled if the quota regulations were to stat that fishermen enjoying re- 
gional special quotas in times of shortage would still be able to partici- 
pate in rising yields once stocks have regenerated, by proportional alloca- 
tions for instance. 


Catch quotas anc special preferences imply detailed and comprehensive inter- 
national supervision. To ensure observance of the plans member countries 
would have to set up a common control and supervisory system. The necessary 
bureaucratization of fishing, especially in view of the dearth of data and 
the difficulties of efficiently supervising entire oceans, is the serious 
disadvantage of this concept. Still, we must appreciate that the conserva- 
tion efforts--recognized as urgent by all those involved--are bound tc re- 
quire a well functioning system of supervision. 1978 was the first year 
for the.Commission to propose a catch plan for herrings at the est coast of 
Ireland ; it was carried forward to 1979. The experiences gained as the re- 
sult of the first catch plan in the Community should be appraised and in- 
cluded in the future organization of catch plans and region-specific special 
quotas, 


Common fishing policy will have to emphasize the need for one to ensure the 
long-term survival of coastal fishing, and for the other to open up new re- 
gions outside the Community waters to the major high seas fisheries of, for 
example, France, the Federal Republic of Germany and Italy, and also to in- 
tensify traditional fishing relations. In the final analysis this cam be 
done only on the basis of the Community mandate and will increasingly have 
to rely on a concept of more extensive relations with third countries. 


licidentally, the special status of German fishing technology is likely to 
be of great importance in the conclusion of fishing agreements. Community 
financed technical cooperation in the build-up and maintenance of fishing 
fleets, the training of personnel and the conservation of fish may encourage 
the readiness of seafaring third countries, especially the ‘eveloping coun- 
tries in tropical regions, to partially reopen their fishing grounds to the

[Excerpts] Minister of Energy and Natural Resources Esat Kiratlioglu has said that Turkey's 
resources will no, be sufficient to meet Turkey's energy needs in the year 2000. He 

said that many nuclear power stations will be required. In a statement to a TRT corre- 
spondent, Kiratlioglu said that Turkey's current energy production is 235 billion kilo- 
watt hours and that this amount can only be increased to 160 billion if all weter and coal 
resources are exploited. 


Noting that Turkey should increase its o11 production and that all organizations dealing 
with o11 will be mobilized, Kiratiioglu said that cooperation with foreign organizations 
will be established in view of national interests. Kiratlioglu added that oil pros- 
pecting in Turkey's Continental Shelf will be continued without intimidation from any 
foreign power, Noting that Turkey's o11 purchase agreements cannot be considered valid 
until payments are made, Kiratlioglu said that oil refineries should operate at full 
capacity to eliminate oil shortages. He concluded by saying that preparations were 
continuing to make the ATAS [Anatolian Refinery Corporation] refinery operational.
